Manufretarers W AT Not Grant a Con- 
ference and Treuble Is Prolonged. 
Fall River, Mass., September 13.—There 

are indications of a prolonged strike of the 

spinners being ordered in the mills here 
that will still further complicate the manu- 
facturing situation. 

After electing seven delegates to the na- 


tional convention of mule spinners, to be 
held in Boston next Tuesday, the local spin- 
ners’ association voted last night to hold 
a special general meeting next Saturday 
morning. The purpose of the meeting is to 
decide whether or not the spinners shaal 
return to work on Monday morning under 


the reduction, or whether they shall onder 
a general strike in all of the mills of the 
city and place the members of the union 
under strike pay. 

The manufacturers have concluded not 
to grant a conference with the representa- 
tives of the amalgamated association at 


once. They say they cannot afford to pay 
the increased wages that the ‘operatives 
ask, and while market conditions remain 


as they are at present it is useless to talk 
over the situation. 
The Situation at New Bedford. 
New Bedford, Mass., September 13.—This 
morning the mill treasurers had a confer- 
ence with a delegation representing the 
mule spinners. At the conclusion of the 


«conference the foNowing official statement, 


agreed ‘o by the parties, was made public: 

“The representatives of the spinners held 
a conference with the mill treasurers this 
nrorning. The situation was discussed 
very generaily and certain information 
was submitted to the spinners. Nothing 
definite was arrived at. The spinners will 
meet Friday evening, and, if after the 
meeting, they have any proposition to 
make it will be submitted to the mill treas- 
urers some time next week.”’ 

There is nothing in this to indicate that 
the mills will start up Monday, although 
the operatives report that several of the 
mills are pushing repairs forward as if 
there was to be a resumption within a very 
short time. 

At the weavers’ headquarters this morn- 
ing it was stated that a settlement arrived 
at by the spinners would have no effect 
upon their struggie.

Washington, September 13.—Secretary. 

Carlisle is preparing regulations to carry 

into effect section 9 of the new tariff law 


‘for the manufacture in bonded warehouses 


of materials imported and manufactured 
for export. The new law enlarges the class 
of goods that can be so manufactured in 
bonded warehouses. Among the more im- 
portant articles is tobagco. A great fm- 
petus has been giyen, it is said, “to the cigar 
trade by this new provision of the tariff 
law,.and a new field has been opened in Eu- 
rope for the sale of American cigars from 
imported tobacco. It also opens a field for 
labor, and it is estimated that 10,000 people 
will be given employment in different large 
American cities.

GLASS : LEGISLATION. 


Senator David B. Hill Argues Against It 
at a Country Fale, 


HE PLEADS FOR GENERAL LAWS 


Governm ent Ownership of Railroads 
He Declares a Heresy. 


THERE IS ENOUGH PATRONAGE NOW 


Do Not Increase Itor Addtothe F@nctions 
ot tne Government—-A Good Old 
Doctrine Lost Sight Ol. 


Somerville, N. J., September 13.—There 
was a big crowd in attendance at the Som- 
erset ccunty fair today, and it was estimat- 
ed that fully 15,000 people thronged the 


grounds. The big card was Senator David 
B. Hill. Mr. Hill, in the course of his 
speech, said: 


“Today I pleal for general legislation, 
which, rejecting the claims of the classes, 
recognizes no distinctness of class, which 
embraces all occupations, harmonizes con- 
flicting demands, condemns political and 
business selfishness, and exalts the use 
of pure, genuine and unadulterated patriot- 
ism. It is true that good laws may aid 
us and bad laws returd us in the great 
struggle of life. Still the fact should -be 
impressed on every one that good, bad or 
indifferent. laws do not, of themselves 
alone, ordinarily make men rich or poor, 
good or bad, vicious or virtuous, but that 
much, if not almost everything, essential 
depends on individual efforts, tendencies 
and inclinations. 

“I. realize that recent ‘political heresies 
teach that the government should own and 
control everything, the railroads, banks, 
telegraphs and many of the industries and 
enterprfs of the country now conducted 
by individual capital and effort. 1 concede 
that the government should regulate pub- 
lic institutions, but it should not own, or 
Otherwise control them. It «would be a 
serious and fatal mistake to increase the 
functions of our government; to add to the 
official patronage of a nominal administra- 
tion—patronage not always wisely dis- 
pensed; to augment the channels requiring 
the expenditure of public moneys, and to 
engage in the hazards of what should be 
deemed sacred to private business, 

“I am here to inculeate the sentiment that 
class legislation is undesirable, ill-adviged, 
and contrary to the true spirit of our free 
institutions. In recent years we seem to 
have lost sight of the good old doctrine 
that demanded ‘equal rights for all; special 
privileges for none.’ 

“Class legislation creates antagonism, en- 
genders prejudices, perfects resentment, 
and, sometimes, defeats itself. The true 


question to be solved is not what will sub-_ 


Serve the interest of the farmers alone, nor 
that of the mechanic, the manufacturer, the 
capitalist, the professional man, nor the 
common laborer, but what will advance the 
interests and promote the welfare of the 
aggregate of the community. It should al- 
Ways be understood that the general pur- 
pose of all legislation is the promotion of 
purposes other than private interests—the 


good of the many rather than the good of 
a few.’

THEY HEAR THE DRU GGISTS 


ee ee 


In Regard to the Provisions 4of the 
New Tariff Law. ' 
Washington, September 13.—Secretary Car- 
lisle and Commissioner Miller today gave 
a further hearing to wholesaie druggists 
and manufacturers of medicinal prepara- 
tions, retail druggists and others, as to the 
nature of the regulations to be issued by 
the treasury department in case the treas- 
ury department decides that it can issue 
any regulations at all to carry into effect 
the provisions of section 61 of the new 
tariff law, pertaining to the free importa- 
tion of alcohol for use in the arts and 
in medicinal preparations. Some twenty 
gentlemen were present and the most di- 
vergent views were advanced. Some of the 
wholesale manufacturers desired that they 
be permitted to manufacture their goods 
from pure alcohol in bonded . warhouses. 
This was opposed by the smaller druggists 
as too expensive for them. The statemeht 
was made during the general discussion 
that as high as $4 per cent of alechol was 
used in some medicinal preparations. 
Secretary Carlisle announced that he 
would take into consideration all the views 


and papers filed and announce his decision ° 


in the matter at the earliest possible time. 

It can be stated though, that the difficul- 
ties in the way of carrying the. law into 
effect are almost insurmountable. Secre- 
tary Carlisle will endeavor to form regula- 
tions to do so, and at least give the matter 
a trial. 

Pending the preparations to carry Into ef- 
fect the provisions of section 61, of the 
new tariff law, regarding the free importa- 
tion of alcohol, Commissioner Miner has 
instructed collectors of internal revenue, 
and similar instructions have been sent to 
customs officials, that imported alcohol 
used in the arts or in the preparation of 
medicinal compounds, from August 28th to 
the issuance of the regulations, will not be 
entitled to the rebate provided in the law. 


A MYTHICAL COMPANY. 


Organized to “Swindle Poor Negroes, 
The President in Jalil. 

Little Rock, Ark., September 13.—Charles 
Abrahams, president of the Life Benefit As- 
sociation of Arkansas, was convicted in 
Judge Robbins’s court today of obtaining 
money on false pretense, and given one year 
in jail-and a fine of $100. He appealed the 
case, and in default of bail was sent to 
jail. Abrahams, in his own testimony, vir- 
tually admitted that the association was 
a myth and existed in name only. His vic- 
tims, about three hurred, were poor, un- 
suspecting, ignorant negroes. His scheme 
was to get people to join the society, each 
of whom was to pgy-him 60 cents a week, 
In return, he promised $3 per week inh case 
of sickness and $100 when a member died. 
Twenty demands were recently made upon 
him by his victims, but he failed to keep 
his promise in every instance: Investiga- 
tion developed that he and his daughter 
were the only members of the association. 
In filing the articles of incorporation, hé 
forged the name of ten mythical persons 
incorporators,, and when asked to bri 
them into court, said they had all left th 
city.

SENDING SOLDIERS TO GRAYTOWN.

Spaniards Hurrying Seldiers from 
Bluefields—Claims of Columbia. 


New Orleans, La., September 13.—The 
steamship Gussie arrived today from Blue- 


, fields. She left that port last Friday even- 


ing. Her officers report that the village 
was quiet when they left. 

Nothing was known of the desire of the 
republic of Colombia to claim the reserva- 
tion, or of any new arrests in Bluefields. 
However, there were rumors to the effect 
that many Indians, who did escape to the 
interior, had joined the forces of the revo- 
lutionary party in Nicaragua. 

The Spniards must have received some 
important news concerning the rebels, 
for they hurried a shipment of one or two 
hundred soldiers to Greytown on the steam- 
ship Yule, leaving only_about two hundred 
soldiers at Bluefields, About one hundred 
Americans are still at Biuefields, hoping 
for some improvement in the situation, but 
unable to do any business whatever. 

After taking possession of the reservation 
the first thing the Spaniards did was, of 
course, to raise the customs dues on every- 
thing, and further increases were anticipat- 

ed shortly by the resident merchants, 

These American Prisoners. 

The two American prisoners who were re- 
ported to have escaped from Greytown, but, 
in fact, were allowed to take the slip, are 
at present in Port Limon, Costa Rica. It 
is understood in Bluefields that the Amer- 
ican consul made a bold front in regard 
to those prisoners, insisting that their 
trial be held in Bluefields and nowhere else. 
It could not be asserted by officers of the 

Gussie if these two Amerig¢ans had pledged 
themselves to return to Bluefields and 
stand trial, but the fact “that those gen- 
tlemen are now under the protection of 
Costa Rica and United $tates. Both in- 
dicate, from the present, that the Nicara- 
guans are contented with their banishment, 
and will not ‘insist on. thefr trial. All last 
week the American mansof-war Marble- 
head was in Bluefields moré as a decoration 
than as a protection. Captain O’ Neill prob- 
ably following instructions from Washing- 
ton, kept himself very quiet and almost 
invisible. 

The Columbia was supposed to be at 
Port Limon waiting for development and 
ready to receive orders by cable from 
Washington. 

The energetic action of Captain O'Neill, of 
the Marblehead, at the beginning of the 
trouble, seems to be bearing fruit for the

MOHAMMEDANS ATTACK HINDOOS

Bombay, September 13.—A serious riot has 
occurred in the city of Poona, in the Bom- 
bay presidency, which may lead to: further 
outbreaks. A congregation of Mohamme- 
dans was praying in a mosque, when a 
procession of Hindoos, accompanied by na- 
tive bands of music, passed on their re- 
turn from their temple. The Mohammedans 
became incensed at having their devotions 
disturbed by the music, and sallfed out and 
attacked the Hindoos. The iatter were 
quickly reinforced, until they numbered 
about 4,000. A terrific fight ensued, which 
resulted in the defeat of the Mohammedans. 
The Hindoos then sacked the mosque and 
attempted to burn it, but were finally pact- 
fied, and the building was saved. In the 
melee one man was killed and a large 
number were seriously hurt. 


HE WILL GO TO JAPAN 


On the Invitation of the Japanese to 
Witness the War with China. 
Washington, September 13.—Acting Secre- 
tary Uhl, of the department of state, today 
designated Lieutenant Michael A. O'Brien, 
of the Fifth infantry, U. S. A.. as military 
attache of our legation at Tokio, Jgpan. 
This action is taken at ine request of 
General Schofield, acting secretary of war, 
who selected Lieutenant O'Brien in re- 
sponse to the invitation of the Japanese 
government to send a military representa- 
tive to that country to witness the war 

with China. 

He will leave for his new post in a few 
days. It is said that the navy will also 
ask for similar representation at the lega- 
tion in Tokio, and several applications for 
the duty have already been made by naval 
officers.

PENNSYLVANIANS OFFERED A TRADE 


The Reinstatement of Veterans Who Have 
Lost Government Positions Is Asked. 
Will Meet in Louisville Next Year. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 13.—After one 
of the most heated contests in the history 
of the order, Colonel Thomas G. Lawler, 
of Rockford, Ill., was this*afternoon elected 
commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, defeating his only opponent, 
Colonel Ivan N. Walker, of Indianapolis, 
Ind,, by the narrow majority of eleven in 
a total vote of 649. Considerable excitement 
attended the balloting, the two candidates 
frequently running neck and neck, while 
twice the Indiana man was in the lead. His 
friends had figured out that he had won by 
six majority until the result of the ballot 
was declared and then ,the boys from Illi- 
nois, in the theater as well as in the lobby 
and out on the sidewalk, went fairly wild 
with enthusiasm. 

Lawler’s election marks the downfall of 
the Pennsylvania and eattern element that 
has long been all-powerful in the high 
councils and control of the order and will 
lead to the appointment of a new quarter- 
master general to succeed General Louis 
E. Wagner, of Chicago. Lawler was 
offered the support of the Pennsylvania 
delegates on condition that the appointive 
offices were given to the east, but he de- 
clined to enter into any bargain, and so 
the eastern strength was thrown to Walker. 
The western and igre | delegates, ‘how- 
ever, voted solidly for Lawler. He was 
nearly forty votes ahead when the calling 
of the roll of delegates was concluded, but 
twenty-nine votes from the officers and 
council of administration went to his op- 
ponent and the Rockford veteran was 
literally pulled through by the skin of his 
teeth. 

The Other Officers. 

The other officers elecced by the encamp- 
ment were: Senior vice commander, Major 
A. P. Burchfield, of Pittsburg; junior vice 
ecmmander, Charles H. Shule, New Or- 
leans; surgeon general, O. W. Weeks, 
Marion, O.; chaplain-in-chief, Rev. T., H. 
Hagerty, St. Louis; representative to coun- 
cil of administration, Charles W. Gerwizg.. 

The southern members of the council 
elected are: Virginia and North Carolina, 
August Hagen; Tennessee, H. W. Veasey; 
Arkansas, A. D. Thomas; Georgia, Joseph 
H. Thibadeau;. Alabama, G. H. Patrick. 

Hearty applause greeted the resolution 
directing the incoming. commander-in-chief 
to endeavor to secure the reinstatement of 
discharged from governmental service, and 
also to protect such veterans as yet remain 
in office. As a rider to this resolution the 
following was also carried amid vociferous 
shouts: 

“That the Grand Army of the Republic, 
in the twenty-eighth national encampment 
assembled, respectfully request the presi- 
dent of the United States to issue an ex- 
ecutive order to the heads of the several 
departments of the government, and 
through them ¢o its subordinates having 
the power of appointment, employment and 
retention of persons in the public service, 
that due censideration be given to the 
claims of veterans of the war, and that in 
letter and in spirit any laws in reference 
thereto, which give them a preference, be 
faithfully carried out.”’ 

Adjourned to Meet in Dixie Next Year. 

Breaking all previous records, in begin- 
ning and ending its business within two 
days, the twenty-eighth national encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
adjourned sine die tonight. A year from 
next Monday the boys in blue, crossing 
Mason and Dixon's line fog the first time in 
the history of the order, will fraternize 
with their opponents of the sixties and 
thus make visible demonstration of the 
oft-repeated assertion that there is -no 
longer a north or a south, but one country, 
free and undivided. And, if but a tithe of 
the pledges and promises made by the visit- 
ing Kentuckians are redeemed the encamp- 
ment of 1295 will never be forgotten, either 
by the union or confederate veterans, that 
are fortunate enough to be among the par- 
ticipants. 


SHOT BY A BOY. 


A Man and His Wife Killed for a Few 
Dollars. 

Connellsville, Pa., September 13.—Yester- 
day Bernard Toker, a German farmer, was 
shot dead and his wife mortally wounded 
by Frank Morris, a sixteen-year-old boy. 
Morris is a son of the man from whom 
Toker purchased his little farm. The wo- 
man is badly shot and cannot recover. The 
scene of the tragedy is nich Hill, five miles 
distant from Connelisville, in the moun- 
tains. The probable motive of the crime 
was robbery. 

While Toker was building a wall in the 
cellar, crawling along on his hands and 
knees, the boy shot him in the back of his 
head, the bullet coming out at his forehead. 
The murderer ransacked his victim’s pock- 
ets, securing a few dollars in cash and his 
silver watch. Morris then searched the 
house and tried to conceal his crime by 
setting fire to the building. Mrs. Toker ar- 
rived home at that moment and was fired 
on by the murderer without warning. The 
woman fell and the boy fied. 


A MURDER AND A LYNCHING. , 


Negroes Take One of Their Own Race 
from the Officers and Hang Him. 
Natch2z, Miss., September 12.—There was 

a murder and a lynching in the lower por- 

tion of Concordia parish last Monday. A 

negro, named Bob Williams, employed as a 

foreman’ on the Excelsior place, started af- 

ter two of the hands who had absconded. 

He overtook them and in an altercation 

that falluwed Williams shot and killed one 

of the parties, whose name is not known. 

Williams was arrested, and while still in the 

custody of the officers he was taken by 

a mob and hanged, after being brutally 

maltreated. The affair created much ex 

citement in tue lower part of the parish, 
but the news only reached this city today.

CONFESSED TO MURDER. 


A Negro Tells His Crime to a Ctowd 
of Visitors. 

Ozark, Ala., September 13.—(Special.)— 
Jim Summers, the negro who was recently 
captured in Jacksonville, Fla., charged with 
complicity in the murder of the McSweans, 
voluntarily confessed to a crowd of visitors 
in the jail here yesterday. He told all of 
the. details of the revolting tragedy. He 


said that Mike McRea was one of the mem- 


bers and that Mitchell Wooten, who has 
already been hanged, was another. Mce- 
Swean and his wife, an aged couple, were 
found dead in their house in this (Dale) 
county one morning last September. They 
lived alone in the house. Their bodies had 
been hacked and mangled horribly, sledge- 
hammers and axes having been used to do 
the awful work. The instruments used by 
the murderers were found concealed under 
a pile of wood in the back yard. An iron 
safe in the house, which was supposed to 
have contained a large sum of money, had 
been broken into and the contents taken. 
How much it contained has never been 
learned. 

Several arrests were made, but only one 
conviction had—that of Mitchell Wooten, 
who was hanged here. Wooten pefsistently 
denied, even on the scaffold, that he had 
any connection with the murder. His dying 
Statement was an extensive profession of re- 
ligion. God had visited him in a dream and 
shown him the murder just as it took place. 
There were two men engaged in it, he 
said—Jim Summers and Mike McRae. 

Now that Jim Summers's confession oon- 
firms this dream, we will be apt to have 
two hangings here this season.

THREE CONVICTED OF MURDER. 


They Killed a Night Watchman—One 
Turned State’s Evidence. 
Manchester, Tenn., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Myra Holt, Allen Gunn and Lew Bel) 
were this afternoon convicted of murder in 
the first degree.

torney of Frariklin, Tex., on September 24, 
1893, who was found with his head crushed 
in. Holt claims that he had just arrived in 
Franklin the day the murder was commit- 
ted and was at the house of his uncle, 
Thomas Simmons, whén the murder took 
place. Holt’s leaving Franklin five days 
after the murder caused suspicion and he 
fas traced to Macon, Ga., to various points 
in Florida, and finally to Jacksonville by 
Macon detectives. He was arrested by 
Constable Land on information furnished 
by Detective Ford, of Macon, Ga., and 
Land refuses to give up his prisoner until 
Ford divides the reward offered by the 
murdered man’s widow. Holt is still in 
jail, but is willing to go to Texas without 
a requisition. He wil) probably be released 
on a writ of habeas corpus.

IN FAVOR OF THE RAILROAD. 


A Damage Suit in Which a Half Mil- 
lion Dollars Was Involved. ' 

New Orleans, September 13.—On April 4, 
1892, a fire originated in the fire-proof cot- 
ton press here and extended to four other 
presses, becoming the most extensive and 
disastrous cotton conflagration ever known 
here, the losses amounting to several mil- 
lion dollars, and cotton factors, planters 
and insurance companies ‘were heavily in- 
volved, 

8. Gumbel & Co., a wealthy cotton firm, 
were heavy losers by the fire. They sued 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company for 
upwards of $500,000, basing the suit upon 
a claim that the fire originated from spraks 
thrown by a swith erfgine of that company 
passing over the belt road in proximity to 
the press, where the fire originated. 

The case was argued at length, and sub- 
mitted last February, the company being 
ably. represented by its local attorneys, 
Messrs. Farrar, Leake and Lemle, while 
the claimants.had as counsel some of the 
ablest southern lawyers. 

Today Judge Theard; of the civil district 
court, delivered an oral opinion in favor of 
the Illinois Central railroad, basing it upon 
the fact that the burden of proof rested 
with the plaintiffs, who had failed to estab- 
lish their case by showing that the fire 
really did originate as charged by them.

Alabama is proud of her governor, for in 
him is embodied all the elements which go 
to make him a great lawyer and soldier 
and patriotic statesman. We all love him, 
for he is. the governor of this great state, 
and the whole people of it.” 

Governor Jones’s address was full of good 
advice, and the welcome he extended to 
the body was well received by those pres- 
ent.

We-had engaged a scout at Independence 
as guide and hunter during the journey.

Wolves Gave the Warning. 


About ll o’clock we all, except the sen- 
tries and the scout, turned in for a few 
hours’ sleep for we were to be up and 
ready for march at daybreak. When we 
closed our eyes and sieep fell upon us 
there were no indications of anything un- 
usual. The silence was profound, except 
when broken by the movements of the 
horses or the occasional howling of prairie 
wolves. 

Hletcher, our scout, sleepless and restless 
after the manner of his tribe, remained 
up, taking frequent strolls around the stock- 
ade of wagons, and making observations of 
the environments of the camp. Without 
knowing why, he had a presentment of 
coming evil. There was a glow on the 
horizon that he did not like. Wolves ap- 
peared in increasing numbers, moving in 
an easterly direction. Flocks of plover 
and other birds of the plains flew past with 
unwonted cries. To Fletcher’s trained 
mind and eye the occurrence foreboéded 
evil. He thought of fire, but apprehended 
no danger from that source. He knew 
there was a river eight or ten miles away, 
to the west, and the believed it would be an 
effectual barrier to a conflagratton coming 
from that direction. He knew there was' 
no fire on our side of the stream. 

Puzgled by the movement of animals and 
birds, and keen, as always, for adventures, 
he saddled his horse and galloped off into 
the night to investigate. He rode rapidly 
for*an hour, which brought him to the 
river. It traversed a valley several miles 
in width, which sloped toward the west. 
The bank on our side was fifteen o 
feet higher than on the opposite side. Ris- 
ing like a wall it shut out the view from 
the westerly side of the stream. 

Dismounting and standing on a little 
knoll, or Indian grave, he looked upon a re- 
markable scene. For miles beyond the 
river the plain was a mass of flames, 
gathering force and volume as it swept 
forward, and consuming everything ‘in its 
course. This was the cause of the glowing 
tint we and he had observed on the hori- 
zon. He was not alarmed, for he still 
thought the river would check the progress 
of the flames. 


Magnificent, but Awful. 


For half an hour he stood motionless, 
watching the magnificent spectacle. Rapid- 
ly the fire eat its way towerd the river. 
At a narrow place a tuft of burning grass 
was caught up by the whirlwind of flames 
and wafted over the stream. He knew in 
an instant what this meant. The camp 
was in danger and we would have to figh: 
for our lives. 

Putting spurs to his hhorse he began a 
ride for the camp as heroic as that of 
Sheridan from Winchester. His horse was 
wiry and active, and he did not spare him. 
His feelings can be better imagined than 
described as he sped along under the silent 
stars with death in his wake. His object 
was to reach the camp long enough in ad- 
vance of the fire to enable us to take 
measures for our safety. 

Rushing through the stockade of wagons 
without drawing rein, Fletcher discharged 
his pistol’and shouted: ‘‘The prairie is on 
fire! The flames have crossed the river! 
The camp is in danger!’’ Bvery member of 
the party was up in an instant. There was 
no panic. Even the women were cool and 
collected. We were always on the lookout 
for danger, and were in a manner prepared 
for it. A hurried council was held to de- 
vise measures for our safety. None of us 
knew how to fight a prairie fire, and in- 
nt cr We turned to Fletcher for ad- 
vice, 

Like a general, with the glow of excite 
ment upon his face, he issued his orders 
rapidly and demanded prompt obedience. 
Knowing that the trees would increase the 
danger, he conducted us out of the grove 
into the open plain. The wagons were 
arranged as before. Bedding and clothing 
were drenched with water from a spring 
near by and thrown over the wagons for 
protection. Grass was mown for some dis- 
tance around. The animals were turned 
loose to shift for themselves, but they 
hovered around the camp as if conscious 
of the impending danger. 


A Tornado of Flame. 


These preparations had hardly been com- 
pleted when the fire burst upon us. It 
came sweeping over the plain in great bi)- 
lows. It struck us fair and square. All at 
once we were environed by flame. We had 
dome all we could and silently awaited the 
result. The heat was intense and the 
smoke stifling. We saw that the wet bed- 
ding and clothing on the wagons was hold- 
ing back the fire in that direction. Five 
minutes of intense anxiety ensued. Then 
the sea of flame parted and swept forward 
on either side with a roar like that of a 
tornado. 

We then looked after results. Two small 
children had been smothered by the smoke 
and heat. Three men, who had sought 
safety by climbing trees, contrary to or- 
ders, were found burned to a crisp. The 
flames had’ enveloped every tree in the 
grove from root to topmost branch. All of 
our bedding had been consumed and the 
wagons were badly scorched. Fletcher 
kept watch over the animals, and when the 
flame parted he drove them into the in- 
closure from the rear. Three horses and 
several cows, straying off, perished. 

Next morning we dug a grave near the 
foot of a large walnut tree, in which we 
deposited our dead, mended our wagons 
the best we oould, and with no bedding and 
little clothing resumed our journey with

ROBBED WHILE DRUNK. 


A Young Man’s Spree Costs Him $125 
in Hard Cash. 

Augusta, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 
Henry Scott, a white man, from Columbia, 
S. C. came to Augusta last Friday with 
$130. When he first hit Georgia he has- 
tened to the Commercial bank and depos- 
ited his savings therein. Yesterday morn- 
ing Mr. Scott drew his money out of the 
bank, put $125 in bills in his pocket and one 
one-dollar bill, which he had changed into 
silver money on which to have a good time. 

After taking several drinks Mr. Scott met 
up with a young white man named Walt 
McCarthy. They took several drinks to- 
gether at different bars and then started 
for the river bank. There they remained 
for an hour or more, and Mr. Scott, who 
was by this time dead drunk, fell asleep 
and was found and carried to the barracks 
by ean officer. As soon as he was sober 
enough to know anything he felt for his 
money and found that it was gone. He 
Suspec.ed McCarthy off the theft, and 
after telling the police authorities about the 
matter, and McCarthy arrested. McCarthy 
at first denied that he went to the river with 
Mr. Scott, but when under oath in court 
said he had been to the river bank with 
Scott and left him there sleeping. Mc- 
Carthy was also unfortunate enough to have 
had one of his friends say that they were 
both flush. The young man was bound 
over under a $100 bond to the city court to 
answer the charge of larceny from the 
person.

NEGRO EDITORS AND LYNCHINGS. 


They Endorse the Wells Crusade and 
I’vofess Love for Law. 

Richmonu, Va4 September 13.—(Special.)— 
The Afro-American Press Association. 
Which has been in session here for the 
past four days, closed fts labors with a big 
banquet tonight, after having decided to 
meet next year in Baltimore on the second 
Tuesday in July. The election of officers 
took place this afternoon. John C. Daney, 
of Wilmington, N. C., was made president 
and among the vice presidents is Rev. W. 
M. Anderson, of Baltimore. 

The association adopted fts letter to Gov- 
ernor O’Ferrall on lyuching as a public doc- 
ument to the people of the United States, 


taking the ground that it expresses the 
sentiment of the colored press upon the 


subject of lynching. In this letter the press 
asseciation heartily endorses the crusade of 
Ida B. Wells, in Great Brittain. It denies 
that the colored people on the whole or in 
part would condone crime. In this respect 
the bedy declares that it loves the law and 
would use its best efforts to uphold and sus- 
tain it. “But,” continues the letter, ‘‘we 
cannot stand idly by and see-our race hung 
without judge or jury by a lawless mob 
and not cry aloud against it. If southern 
white men were murdered in the same way. 
every southern white man and woman and 
newspaper would rise in open indignation 
and rebellion against such atrocities and 
they would be right. 
know that you, Governor O’Ferrall,. to- 
gether with the governor of North Carolina, 
Georgia and Tennessee, backed up by a 
growing popular sentiment against lynch- 
ings, are determined to put a stop to them. 
Roanoke, Va., stands out as a mighty sign 
post to warn the lawlessly disposed. that 
law is supreme in state and nation.” 

GOVERNOR O’FERRALL’S ADVICE 
Te the Negroes on Declining Their 

Invitation to Address Them. 

Richmond, Va., September 13.—In answer 
to an invitation to address the Afro-Ameri- 
can Press Association, in session here, Goy- 
ernor O’Ferrall wrote as follows: 

“Governor's Office, Richmond, Va., Sep- 
tember 12, 1894.—Messrs. John Mitchell, W. 
Calvin Chase, John CC. Dancy and Others, 
Committee of the Afro-American Press As- 
sociation, City. Dear Sirs: In response to 
your invitation to address or attend the 
convention of the Afro-American Press As- 
sociation now in session in this city, I 
beg to say I would not think of accepting 
an invitation to address any convention or 
assembly that endorses, as your convention 
did last evening, the course of Ida Wells 
in her slander of the people and civil au- 
thorities of the south, 

“I condemn lynch law as much as any 
one, and as long as I am governor of Vir- 
ginia every man, Whether white or black, 
whatever the charge against him may be, 
shall have a trial by judge and jury if I 
have to exert all the power given me by 
the constitution and laws of Virginia, and 
should any case of lynching occur I shall 
endeavor to enforce the law against the 
lynchers, but it strikes me that the action 
of your convention in endorsing the mis- 
representations and slanderous utterances 
of Ida Wells is calculated to do harm 
rather than good, and intensify, rather than 
mollify, the spirit of violence which so 
frequently manifests itself, not only in Vir- 
ginia, but throughout the south, when a 
certain crime is committed. The brutes 
who commit this crime, too horrible to 
mention, and are summarily dealt with, 
seem to elicit sympathy from Ida Wells 
and her supporters, as though they were 
murdered innocents, while not a word of 
sympathy is expressed for their victims, 
who have suffered more than death. 

“IT believe that if your convention would 
condemn the wee which has caused the 
lynchings in the south, with rare exceptions, 
and the leaders of the colored people would 
frown upon it and cry out against it, and 
not exert their energies and devote their 
time to a denunciation of the lynchings, 
there ‘would be fewer outrages, and if so, 
certainly fewer instances of mob violence. 

“TI do not know, but it looks very much 
to me as though the work of Ida Wells was 
a deep-laid scheme to check, as far as may 
be, the progress of the south, and every 
good citizen, white and colored, should feel 
an interest in refuting her  vilifications 
rather than sanctiohing them, as your con- 
vention did last evening. She and her sup- 
porters certainly stirred up a feeling against 
her race which did not exist prior to her 
crusade. The people of the south, who have 
labored so assiduously for nearly a genera- 
tion now, to recuperate and build up their 
waste places will not take kindly to the 
effort which this woman and her followers 
are making. to bring reproach upon their 
section and create the impression that ft is 
a land of lawlessness and disorder.

Cy Gaskins Who Swallowed Crude Arsenic | surcrease 


Died During the: Night. 
HE LEAVES $7,000 TO HIS CHILDREN 


A Message from His Divorced Wife and 
the Breaking of a Love Affair Made 
Him Despondent. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 
Cy Gaskins, ,the young man who ate ar- 
senic yesterday, died last night from the 
effects of the poison. The cool manner of 
Gaskins’s suicide, his actions in taking the 
poison off the shelves to kill himself, his 
walking around town talking to various paB- 
ties regarding his action, telling all it was 
for the best, and later lying down to die, 
are incidents quite out of the ordinary. 
Two hours after eating the arsenic Gaskins 
sat down, read over his insurance policies 
and expressed his pleasure at their being 
non-contestable. Four hours later he was 
dead. Part. of an ounce bottle of arsenic 
was found in his pocket. 

The immediate cause of his suicide was 
the receipt of a postal card from his dli- 
vorced wife, which contained this sentence: 
‘“‘When I next bear children they will have 
a gentleman for a father, and not such a 
cur as yourself.’’ This decided him to take 
his life. The parents of a Miss Daniels, of 
Lowndes county, had compelled her to 
break an engagement with him. His two 
children are now with the Daniels family 
in Lowndes and will get the $7,000 insurance. 
His divorced wife is in Mississippi. Gas- 
kins was straight in his accounts and re- 
ceived kind ‘attention from Joseph Wal- 
lace. His remains were carried to Willa- 
coochee tonight for burial by his brother, 
Bud Gaskins. 


POLICE GUARD WITHDRAWN. 


Non-Union Longshoremen Are at 


Work Loading the Ships. 

Savannah, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 
There are no new developments in the 
longshoremen’s strike today. The non- 
union men continued to load the ships and 
the. mayor has ordered that the police 
guard be withdrawn from the men when 
they go to work every morning. No furth- 
er difficulty is anticipated. It is impessible 
to predict what turn the situation will 
take. 

Must Pay the Roads. 

The raitroads won their point today in 
the cdéntest with the naval stores factors, 
and will charge them 3 cents per barrel for 
rolling, in addition to the regular storage 
charges. The question is not one between 
the factors d buyers, the former declar- 
ing they will charge the amount to the 
buyers and will not deliver stuff until it is 
paid. The buyers as firmly assert that they 
will not pay the charge, though they have 
done so heretofor. The. buyers say they 
can stand it as long as the factors can. 

A Murderer Dies in Jail. . 

Marion Heyward, one of the murderers of 
August Meyer, who was sentenced to be 
hanged September 23, 1892, and who got a 
new trial, died in jail today. This disposes 
of four of the five murderers against whom 
there has been so much feeling among the 
terman element. One is still in jail wait- 
ing a decision of the supreme court. 


THE GARDEN OF GETHSEMANE, 


Dr. J. W. Lee, Formerly of Atlanta, 
Describes the Historic Place. 

St. Louis, Mo., September 9.—(Special.)— 
Dr. J. W. Lee, formerly of Atlanta, de- 
livered an interesting sermon tonight on 
the “Garden of Gethsemane.” His text 
was, “They came to a place which wag 
named Gethsemane.”’ Dr. Lee, in his ser- 


mon, said: 

“The garden of Eden, where the first man 
faifed, is balanced by the garden of Gethse- 
mane, where the second man triumphed. 
The paradise lost by transgression is re- 
placed by the paradise gained by obedi- 
ence. The agony of Gethsemane meets and 
overcomes the sin of Eden. Thus two gar- 
dens, because of their relation to the moral 
history of man, have become immortal, 
That the exact location of either can never 
be definitely and authoritatively’ known 
does not lessen in the slightest their hold 
upon the human imagination. No emphatic 
disposition to locate the garden of isden 
has manifested itself. Men are not much 
inclined to make pilgrimages to the places 
which register the beginning of their 
lapses and wanderings. But the place of 
Gethsemane has been fixed by devotion 
and sentiment for nearly sixteen hundred 
years. ‘the place that can maintain a 
claim to be the spot upon which our Lord 
uttered the last prayer for so many centu- 
ries has vindicated at least its right to 
our respect. John says ‘Jesus went torth 
with His disciples over the brook Kidron, 
where was a gurden, into which He entered 
and his disciples.’ Mark says: ‘And they 
came to a place which was named CGethse- 
mane; and He saith to His disciples, sit 
ye here, while I shall pray.’ 

“Since the days of a visit of the Empress 
Helena to Jerusalem #m the fourth century, 
the garden of Gethsemane has been located 
at the bottom of the Mount of Vtives in 
the valley of Jehosaphat. The valley here is 
deep and narrow, and the garden oft 
Gethsemane occupies about an _ acre of 
ground. To the north of it are rugged and 
barren heights, in which the kings of Jeru- 
salem are buried. To the west of it are the ° 
massive walls of the City of David. To the 
east, and rising directly above it some 300 
feet, is the Mount of Olives, while the Val- 
ley of the Kedron falls in a deep ravine 
to the south. In the days when Palestine 
flowed with milk and honey, when her-hilis 
and her valleys teemed with the fruit of 
the vine, the olive and the fig tree, this 
spot must have been more beautiful even 
than it is today. No place in the environs 
cf Jerusalem is so seemingly ordained as a 
place of: meditation and prayer as this. Hid 
away as a sanctuary of grief and thought 
should be, in the dark depths of a histor.c 
valley, shut out by the shade of olive and 
orange from the sight of the city close by, 
and from the notable hills which surround 
it, it furnished a congenial retreat for the 
beginning of the Savior’s passion. Here, in 
sight of the tombs of the kings, and the 
sepulchers of the prophets, close by the an- 
cient dwelling places of the poets and saints 
of Israel, our Savior retired to strengthen 
himself before passing alone through the 
valley and. shadow of death. Here He came 
to get a fresh relay of life before drinking 
the bitter cup of death. Here His agony ex- 
pressed itself in prayer and blood as He 
felt the wretchedness and anguish and grief 
of a lost world. The bloom went from the 
face of Eden with the transgression of its 
keeper, but the prayer of Christ saved Geth- 
semane and secured the smiles of the flow- 
ers which have adorned this sacred spot ever 
since. It seemed to me the flowers in Geth- 
semane had a depth of color and a wealth 
of fragrance that other flowers of the same 
species did not have. There was a gladsome 
radiance about them, as if they were trying 
to the pathos of reminiscence to unite the 
foregleam of prophecy. In their white and 
blue and scarlet leaves there seemed to 
intimations ef the garden that bloomed in 
the coming day when Gethsemane, bearing 
its nurslings of the sky, would be dist ‘tib- 
uted through the spirits of men; when Eden 
reclaimed and repeopled by Gethsemane, 
and transferred from the earth to the soul, 
should bloom on without apse or loss, in 
unfading splendor forever. 

‘1. Gethsemane teaches the fruitfulness of 
sacrifice and suffering. There never was 
ground watered by hotter tears, or furrow- 

by intenser miseries, or saturated by 
deeper agonies than Ahe snot we name 
Gethsemane. It was not one heart that felt 
the isolated burden of ourself here, but one 
heart gathering into itself, by a sympathy 
which knew no I'mitation, the weariness and 
despair and wretchedness of the world. 
All the woe and bitterness ever felt in ht- 
man life was distilled and concentrated in 
the chalice the Sen of Man here raised to 
His lips.

“29 Gethsemane reveals the oneness of 
the human race. There has been away 
down in the human mind, out of sight 
and almost out of consciousness, a thought 
all the while that were one. Christ 
articulated this thought, and gave it the 
vigor and momentum of a moral force. 
The pains that made up the ageffy He 
felt in Gethsemane, traveled from afar. 
They came over the nerves which bind 
humanity ‘into ome man, came 
throfgh the veins that pass to and fro 
throughout the body of the race, Because 
ot His relations with and sympathy for 
all men, His heart became the center into 
which was emptied the anguish of all 
hearts, His spirit the vessel into which 
flowed the Bitterness of all spirits. Christ 
therefore, was not to save the race of 
men, one by one, in some heaven beyond 
the grave simply. He came to save it by 
recrganizing it, by sending better blood 
through its veins by diffusing better 
hopes through its imagination, by putting 
into circulation better thoughts through 
its intellect. He came to save it here and 
now by giving it love instead of hate; 
knowledge instead of ignorance; insight 
instead of doubt; sympathy instead of a 
picion. He came to save it by establish- 
ing its commerce upon the principles of 
righteousness; its homes upon _ ideas 
of purity and its governments upon the 
laws of equity, justice and honor. It was 
by a gross and mischievous perversion 
that men come to suppose that Christ's 
salvation was to be delayed unti death; 
that a policy should be taken out in time, 
but no»payment should be expected till 
a future beyond the grave. Christianity 
is a time movement. It is to help men live 
in time, so that they may be worthy to 
live in eternity. But it was to help man 
in his relations, not out of them. So the 
first step toward salvation is in the direc- 
tion of right relations with one’s fellows, 
‘and Christ in Gethsemane gave us the 
secret of getting into right relations with 
them. We are to sacrafice ourselves for 
them. But it is to be understood that in 
thus sacrificing ourselves we do not lose 
ourselves.

He Was Tried Not Long Ago for Setting 
Fire to Asbury Chandler’s Bara 
and Was Acquitted.

Madison, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 
This community is very much stirred up 
over a white cap outrage that occurred 
about eight miles from this city last night. 
An old man, Mark A. Cochran, was taken 
out and beaten severely at midnight by @ 
band of masked men. This is the only 
outrage of the ‘ind which has occurred in 
the law-abiding, peace-loving county of Mor- 
gan in years, and the people are very in- 
dignant over the affair. Last week Mr. 
Cochran, who fs about seventy years of 
age and whose hair is snowy white, was 
indicted by the grand jury for burning 
Asbury Chandler's barn. When arrested 
Mr. Cochran promptly gave bond, and when 
his trial came on he was defended by Cal- 
vin George. The trial resulted in an ac- 
quittal, there being no pos‘tive evidence 
connecting him with the burning. It seems 
that a number of the citizens of the neigh- 
borhood in which Cochran lives decided to 
take the law in their own hands. , Last 
night they called him out, whipped him and 
ordered him to leave the county within 
ten days. 

Mr. Cochran was in town today and says 
he knows every one of the fifteen men who 
were in the crowd. He says that every 
one is a third party man. 

“They may think to scare me,” said he, 
“but as I did not run from the law, which 
I have always respected and gbeyed, I 
shall not leave home at their command.” 

He will prosecute these men in the United 
States court. 

Cochran has always borne a good repu- 
tation in Morgan county, where he has re- 
sided for years. He 1s a democrat himself, 
and it may be that there is some politics 
in the affair. ?

These quiet 
localities enjoy rapid transit facilities, 
and the home-seeker who settles there 
will find that he fs in all essential re- 
spects as well off as he would be on 4 
fashionable street. 

These facts are well known to people 
who have had any experience in house- 
hunting. There is many a tempting bit. 
of real estate on our back and side 
streets that commands a fancy price, 
and the man who thinks that lots are 
sold for a song simply because they are 
not on our principal residence streets 
will find that he is mistaken. 

It is a strong point in favor of Atlanta 
that her wealthy and cultured people 
are not all bunched together on one or 
two streets. They have built their 
stately mansions and pretty cottages in 
every quarter, and they may be seen on 
scores of streets and avenues. So gen- 
eral is this distribution that the stran- 
ger who buys a home on almost any 
street is tolerably sure to find good so- 
ciety around him, and he will also find 
as the years roll by that his property is 
steadily appreciating in value. Atlanta 
dirt is precious stuff, wherever you find 
it. 


The Mississippi Case. 

The New Orleans Picayune shares 
The Constitution’s view of the federal 
crusade against the governor of Mis- 
sissippi. Jn regard to the charge that 
the warrants issued by that state re- 
semble national bank notes. The Picay- 
une says: 

It is not centended that the words and in- 
scriptions, or the pictorial and other de- 
signs engraved and printed on the Missis- 
sippi state warrants are the same, or in any 
respect copies of those matters which ap- 
pear on the national bank notes. .The plain 
fact is that the Mississippi warrants con- 
tain engraved letters and pictorial matters 
which, being essentially different from those 
on a national bank note, can neccessarily 
have only a general and not a specific like- 
ness. 

If the interpretation which has been given 
to the law by the United States treasury 
be correct it means that a state cannot 
have prepared any paper bearing upon it 
any pictures, lettering or other designs in 
the style known as banknote engraving. 
The law against imitating United . States 
money has bevn carried to a most ridiculous 
point within the past few years, so -that 
parties have been prosecuted for painting, 
or engraving, or printing any word, object 
or design, in whole or in part, which ap- 
pears on any form of United States money. 
Store signs as big as the side of a house 
on which they were painted, and advertise- 
ments in newspapers, in which eagles and 
other supposed patriotic objects were repre- 
sented, have been decided to be imitations 
of United States money and have been made 
the basis of criminal prosecution. 

The entire matter would be childish and 
absurd in the extreme if it were not for 
the fact that the painting or printing of 
such trifies were made sbfficient pretexts 
to send people to the penitentiary. 

Our contemporary protests againgt 
the growing tendency on the part of the 
federal government to ignore state lines 
aud state authority, and the point is 
made that it is progress in the wrong 
direction when a federal police magis- 
trate is a bigger man than the governor 
of a state. 

The attempt to humiliate Mississippi 
by arresting Governor Stone for an al- 
leged felony upon frivolous and absurd 
grounds will recoil upon the ‘parties who 


are responsible for it.

Coming to the Constitution’s Position. 

Several weeks ago when the seignior- 
age bill was vetoed and The Constitn- 
tlon took occasion to deplore the faflure 
of the president to sign it, a great many 
of the organs which have neither con- 
science nor conviction of their own, be- 
rated The Constitution for having the 
courage to say what it belleved. Quite 
a number of them, which had previously 
favored *the passage of a bill to coin the 
scigniorage, immediately reversed brakes 
after the presidential yeto, and con- 
cluded that she bill was not such a good 
thing after all. They turned on the 
“dishonest dollar” hose once more, and 
notwithstanding the fact that they had 
been clamoring for the coinage of the 
$50,000,000 seigniorage into 16 to 1 dol- 
lars, some of them immediately fell in 
line and concluded that it was best after 
all that the bill had been vetoed. 

The action of the democrats of the 
liouse and senate in passing the seign- 
iorage measure, and the course of The 
Constitution in defending it, is now 
fully vindicated by the work of the 
treasury in coining the seigniorage. It 
is said that 750,000 seigniorage dollars 
were coined last month, and it is proba- 
ble that as many more will be coined 
each month for some time. 

After a while the seigniorage will be 
disposed of, as the veto of the president 
has been vetoed by the treasurer.

SIX DAYS LONGER. 


Then the City’s Tax Books Will Close. 
Money Coming in Right Along. 
Six days more and the city tax books will 
close. After September 20th, Bob Collier 
and his assistants will cease collections at 

the usual figures—costs will be added. 

Those who have not called on Mr. Col- 
lins will be given a warm reception if 
they will drop around during the remaining 
six days. 

It will require in round numbers about 
$171,529 to make the collections of this year 
balance with the receipts of 1893, and that 
amount must be paid in between now and 
the 20th. The total collections last year 
were $491,024, and the receipts so far this 
year amount to $319,496. 

The collections for the first thirteen days 
of September this year show an -increase 
of $14,161 over the same period of last Sep- 
tember—the receipts being $25,479, against 
$39,740 this September. However, the days 
intervening between the 13th and 2ist of 
last September increased the total collec- 
tions of that month to $193,251, or, in other 
words, $167,772 was paid into the treasury 
during the interval named. On the day 
that the books were closed $80,000 was paid 


intr the treasury. 
Therefore, it will be seen that, while 
$167,772 seems to be a big amount to be 


raised between now and the 2th, there 


is no danger of a deficit this year. Indeed, 
it is confidently expected that the collec- 
tions for the year will show an increase 
of several thousand dollars. From now 
until the books are closed there will be 


a rush of tardy taxpayers, and the clever 
gentlemen who are running this depart- 
ment of the oity’s machinery will simply 
have to sweat and bear it.

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RALLY IN BACH WARD 


A Lively and Vigorous Campaign to Be 
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Waged in Atlanta. 
YOUNG DEMOCRATS FULLY AROUSED. 


Meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Young Men’s Democratic League. 
Pians of the Campaiga. 


There was an enthusiastic and interesting 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
Fulton County Young Men’s Democratic 
League yesterday at the courthouse. 

The plans already outlined in The Consti- 
tution by Chairman James F, O'Neill, of 
the executive committee, were taken up for 
discussion, and the members of the commit- 
tee showed all interest in the work thus 
set forth. 

It is the purpose of the organized young 
democrats of Atlanta and Fulton county 
to make a vigorous -local campaign, and 
from now until the election there is going 


to be a lively time among the wide-awake 
and plucky young men who compose the 
membership of the league. 

At yesterday’s meeting it was deter- 
mined: 2 

First, to get every young democrat in 
the county aroused. 

Second, to have a subscription committee 
canvass the city at once to raise necessary 
funds to pay postage and office rent for the 
headquarters of the campaign committee. 

Third, to have aliies of democrats in 
every ward and every county precinct be- 
fore the election, aside from the general 
mass meetings and speech makings to be 
held from time to time in the opera house. 

Fourth, to appoint a campaign committee 
consisting of about seventy-five or a hun- 
dred of the most energetic young democrats 
in the county, whose duty it shall be to 
look after the details of the oampaign. 

Fifth, to have the president of the league 
and the chairman of the executive commit- 
tee issue an address to every member of the 
league within the next few days, calling 
upon them to hurl- their hearts and en- 
ergies into the .campaign. : 

Sixth, to arouse all the interest possible 
inte the rallies to be held at the opera 
house from night to night, and to call 
upon the young democrats of the city and 
county who attend these rallies to wear 
tadges of the league in the lapels of their 
coats. 

Such propositions mark the general rou- 
tine of the session of the executive commit- 
tee yesterday, and tell in no mistakable 
way that the committee means business. 

The meeting was called to order in the 
city courtroom, at a quarter after 4 o’clock, 
by Chairman O'Neill, who without delay 
explained the reasons why he had called 
the members together so early after the 
appointment of the committee. He said 
that the time was short for the league to 
do all the work that ought to be done be- 
fore the election, and claimed that he felt 
authorized in stating that he knew the 
young men of Atlanta too well ta believe 
they had undertaken a local campaign 
without meaning all their actions would 
indicate, 

“Now, we must get together,’ said Mr. 
O'Neill, “‘and let our work be organized 
so that it can be effentive. We have but 
a short time to contribute what we can 
for the success of the state democratic 
ticket, ana we must make the best of it. 

“It ie my idea that the young men of 
Atlanta and Fulton county can do a great 
deal for the party just at this time, but 
it is going to take earnest and systematic 
work. You all Know that the report has 
been circulated by the enemies of democracy 
that Fulton county is not strong for Col- 
onel Atkinson, the democratic nominee for 
tthe governorship. Tnis report is false. 
Now, let ts, as the organized young democ- 
racy of the county, put our shoulder to 
the wheel and give a strong push for a 
speedy and telling contradiction of such

“Let us see to it that, since the ‘people’s 
party speakers are telling it all over Geor- 
gia that the democrats of Fulton are di- 
vided, a greater majority than ever befrre 
is rolled up fow the straight democratic 
ticket at the coming election.”

Democracy has never needed illegitimate 
campaign boodle and doesn’t want it, but 
we do need small funds now and then for 
expenses that might naturally arise, such 
as postage on campaign literature, the 
rental of halls for the holding of rallies, 
the hire ‘of opera houses and the payment 
of other little legitimate bills that might 
arise from time to time.” 

The idea was favored by the members of 
the committee and the chairman appointed 
every mrember of the: executive committee 
on the subscription committee and will ask 
them to go to work at once soliciting such 
subscriptions as they may be able to re- 
ceive for the purposes named. This com- 
mittee will report to anefher meeting of the 
executive committee to be held next 
Wednesday nighc in the offices of Mr. W. H. 
Black, on the second floor of the Equitable 
building, Mr. Black being president of the 
league. 

Rallies in Every Ward. 

President Black moved that rallies of 
young democrats be held in every ward 
between now and the election. He further 
suggested that the campaign committee se- 
lect a@ list of speakers to address the meet- 
ings thus to be held. 

“What we want to do at these meetings,” 
said he, “is to catch the interest of every 
young democrat in the county and to enlist 
all of them in the work of promoting the 
campaign for the overwhelming victory of 
democracy. 

“Let us hold these ward meetings from 
night to night and extend them out into 
the county precincts, thus reaching all the 
young men possible to be reached.” 

He moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed for the purpose of selecting 
speakers to be sent to address the ward 
meetings and the motion was carried, 

An Address to the Young Men. 

On motion it was determined that the 
president’ of the league and the chairman 
of the executive committee shall at an early 
date secure from the secretary a full list of 
the membets of the league and mail to 
them an address urging upon them the ne- 
cessity of awakening to the responsibilities 
of the active campaign that ts to be waged. 

It was Suggested by Mr. Walter Howard 
that the address should be printed in full 
in tHe dally newspapers in addition to 
peing sent to the individual members of 
the league ahd he said that the full list of 
members might also ‘tbe published in the 
papers along with the addréss. 

“T learn,” said he, “that there are about 
thirteen hundred members of the league and 
the newspapers could reach them when all 
other efforts might fail in the perfect con-

Mr. Orme is one of the most. prominent 
members of the Jeague and has in the past 
been energetic in promoting its welfare. 

Mr. John Ryan having declined to serve 
on the executive committee for satisfactory 
reasons, Mr. Hiram L, Middlebrooks was 
named in his place from the second ward. 

Mr. Macon B. Sharp was elected a mem- 
ber of the executive committee from the 
first ward. 

Mr. Henry Richardson has been appoint- 
ed on the executive committee from the 
East Point district and Mr. Jack Spalding 
from the east Atlanta district.

WILL BE LIMITED TO TWO TICKETS, 


Mr. Msy and Mr. Sims Exchange Cards’ 
Will There Be Four Candidates 
in the Second P 


As the time for the nomination of the 
city municipal ticket approaches, interest 
naturally increases. 

The indications are that there will be 
two clearly defined tickets by the day of 
the election, as developments seem to point 
that way. 3 

As it stands now the Chamber of Com- 
merce ticket, as announced by the commit- 


tee of citizens who met to discuss the mat- ' 


ter of presenting a citizens’ ticket is com- 
plete with the exception of an alderman 
from the north side, for which place Dr. 


Turner was announced by the committee, | 


after which he declined to run, thus leav- 
ing a vacancy. It was stated in The Con- 
stitution yesterday that the friends of 
Mr. Charles 8. Northen and those of the 
Chamber of Commerce ticket had, after a 
conference, brought about a consolidation 
of interests, by which Mr. Northen’s friends 
were to support that ticket, and the ticket 
was to support Mr., Northen. This, of 
course, did not mean to imply that there 
had been a meeting of the committee of 
fifty-eight, which had put Mr. Northen in 
Dr. Turner’s place, for no such meeting 
was held. The announcement in yester- 
day’s Constitution was the result of the 
action of Mr. Northen’s friends in conjunc- 
tion with some of the supporters of the 
Chamber of Commerce ticket. 

It was not intended to make the inference 
that the candidates of the Chamber of 
Commerce ticket had agreed among them- 
selves to combine on a solid ticket further 
than that suggested by the committee of 
fifty-eight. 

For some time past it has been suggested 
that those who compose the Chamber of 
Commerce ticket should fill the place made 
vacant by Dr. Turner’s withdrawal. Some 
hold that they have a right to do so, and 
others that they have not, and that the 
ticket which had been announced by the 
general committee of citizens have no right 
to assume the functions of a creative com- 
mittee. 

The Race in the Second. 

Before the prediction tnat there will be 
but two tickets in ‘the field when the prima- 
ry is held comes true, the race in the sec- 
ond ward will have to be greatly simplified. 
At present there are four candidates: 
Messrs. Thomas J. Day, Thomas B. Neal, 
W. H. Anderson and D. E. Luther, and 
they are working with a lick that would 
indicate that they are in to the finish. 

Whether or not there will be any confer- 
ence looking to secure a single ticket with 
which to oppose the Chamber of Commerce 
ticket is a question for the future. Each 
of the four candidates now in the field 
shows no signs of giving up, and each has 
numerous friends pulling for him. 

Talk About the Ward Primaries. 

There was considerable talk about the 
challenge sent to the Chamber of Commerce 
ticket by the opposition yesterday. With 
many this movement, which virtually would 
have forestalled the action of the general 
prirrary, was not popular. The candidates 
challenged regarded the matter as having 
been fixed by the executive committee, and 
did not think it at all wise to change the 
definite arrangements that had been made. 
They argued that one primary in which 
every voter in the city would have an op- 
pertunity to express his choice was suffi- 
elent. For these reasons they declined the 
challenge. | 

The other side claimed that only by the 
method which they proposed could a prop- 
er expression of the wards be had. They 
went on the idea that each ward should se- 
lect its own representative, and put this 
representative, before the people at a gen- 
eral primary. 

In the Fifth Ward. 

The fifth kas had two ward meetings. 
One endorsed Mr. J. P. Mayes, the other 
Mr. George H. Sims. Yesterday Mr. Mayes 
wrote to Mr. Sims, asking him to join him 
in submitting their claims to a third ward 
meeting, the meeting to decide which should 
be the fifth’s candidate. Mr. Sims made 
this reply: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 13.—Hon. John 
P. Mayes, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: I am in 
receipt of yours of this date, requesting 
that I agree with you that we submit our 
candidacy to a primary in our ward, and 
let such primary determine which of us 
shall be the candidate for councilman. 

“Under the circumstances, I cannot ac- 
cede to your proposition. It is not a ques- 
tion for you and me, as individuals, to de- 
termine. Hither of us has a right to retire, 
but neither of us have any right to enter 
into bargains by which the will of the peo- 
ple may be defeated. The city, executive 
committee has fetermined how the rights 
of candidates for nomination shall be de- 
termined, and it seems to me highly im- 
‘proper that either of us should attempt to 
defeat the action of the committee. More- 
over, our friends and the public generally, 
have rights in the matter which we can- 


not afford to ignore. Furthermore, our fel- 
low citizen, Mr. T. J. Howell, an honorable 
man, is also an aspirant for the same honor 
and it would be wholly discourteous, if 
not unfair to him, to thus seek to eliminate 
his candidacy. 

“In reply to your reference to the ward 
meetings which have already been held, 
they were of a wholly different character—~ 
the ohe by which you were endorsed was 
called, as will appear by reference to the 
published call, for the specific purpose of 
endorsing a candidate in opposition to me, 
and my friend# were not invited nor ex- 
pected to participate in it; In fact, by res- 
olution adopted in that meeting, they were 
debarred the right to take any part in it. 
This meeting developed a strength of 61 
votes—all told—a majority of whom voted 
for you. The meeting which endorsed me 
was called in the regular wey of a 
ward meetings. Every voter in the w 
was invited to attend and there were pres- 
ent more than 200 of the voters of the ward. 
Nominations were asked for, and one of 
your friénds arose and stated that you 
would not abide the decision of the mass 
moon but that you were in the race to 
stay. hereupon, my name was p in 
nomination and received the hearty and 
unanimous support of every voter present.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


CHICAGO, September 13.—The already 
much-discussed government report will 
not “down.”

The 
criticism by private statisticians of the 
correctness of its figures was the principal 
factor in the corn market and to some extent 
also in the wheat market today. The trade 
was interested in the private figures, these 
estimating a much larger crop, and the 
market was weak in consequence. At the 
beginning of trading wheat was easy in 
sympathy with the weakness in corn and 
on free selling by yesterday’s, buyers. The 
depressed fedling was also assisted by 
The Cincinnati Price Current, which esti- 
mated the wheat crop at about 70,000,000 
bushels more than the government report 
indicated. The trading for some time con- 
tinued. dull with a downwar@ tendency, the 
principal buying being by local shorts and 
holders of puts. The early weakness 
brought out a great deal of wheat, Pard- 
ridge being credited with selling 1,000,000 
bushels. Prices throughout the _ session 
fluctuated within a narrow range, and while 
the trading was fair, it was confined to the 
local crowd, the outsiders manifesting but 
very litle interest in it. Towards the close 
the market steadied at the decline on re- 
ported liberal exports. December opened 
at 57\4c, sold between 57% and 56%c; closing 
%4@%*%c lower than yesterday at b74c. Cash 
wheat was steady. 

Corned opened weak on free selling by 
both the outsiders and local traders, on 
The Cincinnati Price Current’s estimate of 
a crop of 300,000,000 and possibly 400,000,000 
bushels more than was indicated by the 
‘Zovernment report. The market continued 
heavy, considerable long corn being sold to 
help the break along. When the large esti- 
mated receipts for tomorrow were posted 
the market weakened still more, and after 
a slight rally continued steady at the de- 
cline yntil the close. 

Oats were fairly active, the feature being 
the buying of May by two houses on outside 
orders. Offerings were liberal and scatter- 
ed but well taken. The market was weak 
in sympathy with corn.

Prices were un- 
changed. 

Provisicns opened rather firm but weak- 
ened on free offerings of all descriptions, 
prices receding on all the leading articles.

Local traders evi- 
dently are losing faith in the government's 
~eports, There was considerable selling for 
outside account, and offetings being quite 
liberal prices soon showed a loss of a full 
cent from the close yesterday. The esti- 
mate of 425 cars for tomorrow aided in the 
depression. Local réeeipts appear to be on 
the increase. It is a noticeable fact that 
for the past week the receipts of corn have 
been in excess of either wheat or-oafs, go- 
ing to show that the stocks in farmers’ 
hands are larger than generally suppose, 
The high prices here are evidently the in- 
ducing feature.

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TAREE SESSIONS OF THE LEGISLATURE | 


With the Blection of Every Judge 
and Solicitor Tu Ite Hands. 


SUCCESSOR TO SENATOR GORDON 


As Well as One to Senator Walsh Would 
Be Chosen-Governor Northen Throws 
Light Ona Matter That Ie of Interest. 


The people of Georgia will, at the coming 
election, vote upon three propesed amend- 
ments to the constitution. . 

One of these amendments provides for 
an increase of the mumber of justices of 
the supreme court, making thie court con- 
sist of one chief justice and four associate 
justices—five im all—inetead of three as it 
is now constituted. 

Another amends the section of the con- 
stitution providing for pensions, so as to 
give to the legislature the power to pro- 
vide pensiens for those old soldiers who, 
through old age and poverty, physical dis- 
ability and poverty, or Blindness and pov- 
erty, may need help. 

The third amendment provides that after 
its passage the sessions of the legislature 
shall be held in July instead of October. 
Arguments for and Against the Firat 

Twe. 

The reasons for and against two of these 
amendments have been presented in the 
public print. 

The arguments for the incréase of the 
number of judges on the supreme court 
bench has been given very fairly. The 
only argument that is made against it at 
all is that on account of the fact that 
several gentlemen have announced their 
candidacy for the position, some people 
think that it is an effort to create offices 
for some particular men. There is, of course, 
nothing in this, and the sentiment of those 
who have investigated the subject is unani- 
mously in favor of the tnerease on the 
ground that it is necessary for the good of 
the public service, 

The amendment referring to the Increase 
of the pension list, simply gives to the leg- 
islature the power in its judgment to ex- 
tend the benefit of the act to certain needy 
old soldiers. The amount of this is in the 
discretion of the legislature. 

As to Summer Sessions. 

The amendment providing for July ses- 
has been discussed less than either of 
the other two. It, however, means more 
than appears on the surface. 

it will be remembered that during the 
last legislature a bill was passed spectfical- 
ly providing for summer sessions. This 
was vetoed by Governor Northen as being 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the 
constitution. Subsequently, by’ two-thirds 
vote of both houses, it was decided to svw®- 
mit to the people this amendment. This 
action, it seems, was rather hastily taken, 
and from a study of the situation, it looks 
as if the members of the legisiature had 
not taken pains to see what would be the 
result of the adoption of this proposed 
amendment. 

Governor Northen hes taken a great 
deal of interest in this question of summer 
sessions, and he has made a study of the 
effect of this amendment, which brings to 
light some highly interesting facts. The 
governor is in favor of the summer ses- 


Sions 


‘sions, but he announces thet he will op- 


pose and vote against the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Briefly put, the objections to the adaption 
of the amendment are that it will result 
in three sessions of the legislature elected 
this fall, and that legislature will be giv- 


en the extraordinary power of 
electing not only a senator for 
the short term and one “(for the 


long term to succeed him, but also to elect 
the successor to Senator Gordon. 

And to this same legislature will be given 
the power of electing every judicial officer 
in Georgia, except the chief justice of the 
supreme court. 

The Governor Explains It. 

“I do not hesitate to say,’’ said Governor 
Northen yesterday, “that I shall vote 
against that amendment. I believe that if 
it is adopted the people will bé extending 
to the newly elected legislature an amount 
of power which they have no idea of ex- 
tending to it. You will remember that I 
vetoed a bill on the question of the summer 
session and that this came to me afttr- 
wards. I was urged by some to veto this 
aiso, but for two reasons I aid not do so. 
I favored summer gessions, and having 
just vetoed one bil, I determined to let the 
People pass on this other one. Then, again, 
the bill had been passed by more thafi a 
two-thirds vote of both houses and it would 
have been useless for me to have vetoed it, 
because it would have been passed over my 
veto by the same vote. 

“My reasons for opposing the present 
amendment will be apparent when I show 
you what the effect of the adoption of that 
amendment would be. Understand me, how- 
ever, that for almost every reason I think 
‘ummer sessions preferable to winter ses- 
Sons and if the change can be brought 
about without running counter to the objec- 
‘ons which IT mention I shail gladly sup- 
Port such a change. 

“In the first place, there must necessarily 
be a session of the newly elected legislature 
in October of the present year. That is 
necessary to arrange for the finances of the 
ftate. Then, under the amendment the same 
legislature wil) meet in July, 1295, and in 
July, 1894. That would mean three sessions 
of the legislature which ig to be chosen in 
October, and each session ¢osts in round 


“7g $70,000. The last session cost $67,- 


Wholesale Election of Judges and 

Solicitors. 

“Now, ag to the election of judges and 
solicitors. The time of one-half of these 
expires on January 1, 1895, and the other 
half on January 1, 1897. But the legislature 
Which is elected in October, 1896, will not 
convene until July, 1897. The constitution 
provides that the judges and solicitors shall 
be elected by the legislature in session im- 
mediately preceding the expiration of their 
terms. That will, you see, be this next leg- 
islature, and to {t will be given the election 
of every judicial officer in Georgia, with 
the single exception of the chief justice 
of the supreme court. 

. And Gordon’s Succedsor, Aldo. 

“Te the legislature which ‘ie-s00n to he 
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senator—the legislature elected in October, 


hte, of course I have no objection to 
the present legislature choosing both of the 
full term senators, but I do not believe that 
‘the people of Geotgia mean to give to any 
One legislature so great power as would 
belong to this one if this amendment is 
adopted. I dig not veto the bill providing 
for the submission of this amendment for 


‘the reasons I have given, but [ reserved the 


right to vote as I choose, aan = Weetelaly 
shall vote against it.” 

There seems to be a inioutiieatention on 
another point concerning these amendments. 
A good many people have the idea that 
the legislature in voting to submit’ an 
amendment to the people gives the provisions 
of that amendment its endorsement. This is 
not the case, however. They-simply give the 
people the opportunity of expressing their 
views on the proposed amendment changes. 

The Governor's Veto. 

Governor Northen’s veto of the bill first 
submitted te him, which was house bill 
No. 13, “to amend section 178 of the code 
of Georgia, so as to change the time of the 
meeting of the general assembly at its sec- 
ond annual session’’ will in this connection 
be interesting reading, In it he said: 

“This bill is, in my opinion, olearly con- 
trary to the letter and the Spirit of the 
constitution of this state. Paragraph 3, 


section 4, article 3, of the constitution, as 


recently amended, declares that the ses- 
sions of the general assembly shall be held 
annually. The plainest construction to be 
put upon this clause will not allow an en- 
actment simply fixing the sessions in dif- 
ferent calendar years, but it requires the 
beginning of the sessions to be separated 
by one year, to be made annual. Whatever 
may be the ordinary interpretation of the 
word ‘annually,’ the one just given must 
be the interpretation intended here, as the 
paragraph under consideration further re- 
quires that the sessions shall be held, not 
only annually, but ‘on the same day.’ I 
respectfully submit, therefore, that ‘an- 
nual’ sessions cannot be held on ‘the same 
day,’ if one session begins on the fourth 
Wednesday of October and the other ses- 
sion on the second Wednesday tn July. The 
constitution provides that ‘the day’ may 
be changed by law, and the opening of 
the session fixed for some othér day than 
the day named, but it does not authorize 


the fixing of different days in different 
‘weeks‘of different months. 


The bill under 
consideration, I respectfully submit, does 
not change the day named in the constitu- 
tion; but, leaving it undisturbed for the 
first session, names altogether another day 
for the second session of the general as- 
sembly. It is, further, my opinion that 
the spirit of the constitution would be vio- 
lated if the sessions of the general assem- 
bly should be held so near together, on the 
oné hand, and so widely apart on the other 
hand, as is proposed by this bill. I feel 
quite safe in saying that, while the pur- 
pose of the change from biennial to annual 
sessions of the general assembly was to 
provide for cOntingencies of government 
as they arise, at shorter intervals, it was 
also intended to keep the periods equi- 
distant, as befere the change. Again, the 
legislative year has always been made to 
accord with the fiscal year. A change of 
policy now would be unwise and hurtful, 
as the general assembly would find itself 
at the beginning of its second session with- 
out stich information from the different de- 
partments of state as would suggest and 
determine suitable legislation to meet the 
neéds of the state. If this bill should be- 
come law, and my construction of the con- 
stitution should be found afterwards to be 
correct, the entire work of the next session 
of the general assembly would be  de- 
stroyed, with possible disaster to the state. 
For these reasons I return the bill without 
my approval.’’

A letter of 
condolence, a note of personal congratula- 
tion, @ vate communication, lose half 
their interest and value when they are 
written on a machine. At ©}.é@ same time, 
the demand for the use of the typewriter 
involves that typewr™ en lettca@s ezall more 
and more be the rule with individuals as 
well as with business houses: People have 
not time to write letters in the old way, 
and unless they can be dic@@ted they are 
likely to be short or not to be written at 
all. The pressure for time with all closely 
occupied people is very great, and the 
reason why the typewriter has come to be 
used is the reason why it should be employed 
as far as possible in correspondence, No 
rules have yet been laid down in regard 
to the writing of letters by & machine,

Which Georgia Issued and How they 
Differ from the Warrants 
THAT CAUSED GOV. STONE'S ARREST 


Text of the Section Under Which 
the Officials Were Arrested. 


BABY BONDS DIFFERS? FROM THESE 


-—_ 


Though They Became I'reet'catly So Much 
Currency—Treasurer) r. witn’s Opin- 
ion of the Arrests in Missis.ippi- 


The arrest of the governor, the auditor 
and the treasurer of the state of Missis- 
sippi is attracting a good deal of attention 
here in Georgia, just as it is in all parts 
of the country. 

The Constitution has presented in its 
news columns the full facts about the case 
from its special correspondent now at the 
seat of war in Mississippi, and the people 
are familiar with the story of the arrest 
and why it was made. The people of Geor- 
gia, like the people of Mississippi, are indig- 
nant at the action of the federal authori- 
ties, and their sympathy is clearly with 
the gentlemen upon whom has been placed 
the stigma of arrest on a pena) charge. 

The point at issue is not, as some have 
supposed, the question of the state’s right 
to issue money without being subject to the 
10 per cent tax provided upon the issue of 
all state banks, but these gentlemen have 
been arrested under a section of the United 
which is clearly 
aimed at counterfeiters and criminals of the 
same class. 

One of the Warrants Described. 

One of the Mississippi warrants recéived 
by The Constitution yesterday shows that 
while at the first glance the % warrant 
might be taken for a $% United States na- 
tional bank note or treasury note, on closer 
inspection nobody could possibly mistake 
the one for the other. The purposes of the 
warrant are clearly set forth on its face, 
and its labeled “special warrant” at the 
top, It is simply a warrant on the treas- 
urer of the state of Mississippi and con- 
tains this order: “Pay to the bearer the 
sum of $5 on the Ist day of January, A. 
D., 1896, with interest at 3 per cent from 
date until maturity. Witness my hand and 
seal of office, this 15th day of June, A. D., 
1994."" It is signed by W. W. Stone, auditor 
of public accounts, and registered by I. I. 
Evans, state treasurer. The bill bears a 
handsome likeness of Governor J. M. Stone 
on its face, with a large figure ‘6’’ to indi- 
cate its denomination. On the back on one 
side is a handsome elk’s head, on the other 
a figure ‘‘S’’ and between the two this in- 
scription: ‘“‘State of Mississippi. Receivable 
for all debts due the state without interest, 
under act approved February 10, A. D., 
18%." This bill is practically the same size 
as the five-dollar bill, though a measure- 
ment shows that it is a little narrower. 
It is the same width as a ten-dollar bill, 
but is a fraction of an inch shorter. 

Georgia Baby Bonds. 

In 1878 the legislature of Georgia passed 
an act creating $400,000 of bonds in small 
denominations yarying from $5 to $50. These 
are known in Georgia history as the “baby 
bonds,’’ and were all, or almost all, paid 
by the state when due in 1885. A few have 
not been presentéd and probably are being 
held by people who collect such things as 
curiosities. 

It was specially enacted that these bonds 
should be made the size of a five-dollar 
bill, ¢o that they might be used in current 
Mroulation if the holders of them so desired. 
They were printed upon green paper having 
the general character of that used in the 
national bank note, but had not the simili- 
tude to that note on the face as have the 
Mississippi warrants. The warrants 
would fool the casual observer, while 
the baby bonds, with their coupons at- 
tached and the face of Baby Renfroe Jack- 
son, could never have been mistaken for 
anything except what they were. 

Treasurer Hardeman Talks. 

State Treasurer Hardeman had one of 
these yesterday, and was comparing it with 
the Mississippi warrant. 


“As I recollect,” said he, “the 
then comptroller of the curren- 
Cy, who was, I believe, Judge 


Lawrence, 6ndeavored to make some point 
on Governor Colquitt and Colonel Renfroe 
on these baby bonds, raising the same ob- 
jection is raised against the Mississippi 
warrants, but the case never amounted to 
anything, as it was evident that there was 
no good reason for the objection, You will 
see that there is no similitude whatever 
between the baby bond and a hational bank 
note.”’ 

“What do you think of the arrest of the 
authorities of Mississippi" 

“I think it is simply an outrage. There is 
no excuse that I can see for such action. 
That section of the Revised Statutes refers 
clearly to willful violation of the law by 
counterfeiters. I maintain and have al- 
ways maintained that the states have a 
right to issue warrants in whatever shape 
they choose. I hope there will be a test case 
o* this question of the state power, through 
ite banks or othérwise, to issue money. I 
thing if it is carried to the supreme court 
the rights of the state will be maintained.”’ 
The Section Alleged to Be Violated. 

The section of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States alleged to have been violated 
by the St. Louls Gank Note Company and 
the state authorities In the issue of these 
warrants in thia particular shape is No. 
5430, and reads as follows:

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SPRINGFIELD BICYCLE MEET. 


The Last Day’s Races Result in Some 
Surprice—Bald Beats Sanger. - 

Springfield, Mass., September 13.—The 
closing day of the Springfield bicycle tour- 
nament was exceptionally brilliant and 
was remarkable for its many surprises. 
Perhaps the best of these was that of San-— 
ger, who has been looked upon as almost a 
sure winner of the great event of the 
tournament, the one mile international race, 
class B. He was beaten easily by E. C. 
Bald, who rode with wonderful skill and 


tact, following the pacing tandem closely 


and getting around the mile with remarka- 
ble ease and speed, so that, although 
Sanger spurted near the finish and was 
in the lead for a moment, Bald easily over- 
hauled him and won the race. 

Next to this the most exciting event was 
the half mile open, class B, whicn was 
apparently won by Bald, but was awarded 
by the judges to Harry Tyler, who was 
very close to him. The crowd saw it dif- 
ferently and set up a howl of disapproval, 
and so Bald was a prime, popular favorite 
when he captured the big race from Sanger 
later. It was not a Sanger day, but he did 
much to win the last race--one mile handli- 
cap,class B—in which he made a remarkably 
strong finish, getting through the pack in 
fine shape. 

Both Johnson and Sanger loafed in the 
half-mile open and made no especial effort 
to win. Tyler seemed to be under a cloud 
and has not ridden in anything like his 
usual form, either yesterday or today. John- 
son, also, did not especially distinguish 
himeelf in the races, riding only twice and 
not getting a place either time, although ° 
he did some record-breaking afterward. Of 
the class A men none did better work than 
F. H. Allen, of Springfield. In the first , 
race he wag easily first, but was disquali- ‘ 
fied for an alleged foul, which gave the 
race to Robinson. The mile 2:20 class, how- 
ever, was won by him handily. The mile 
handicap, class A, resulted in a general spill, 
and-e«the wonder is that no one was hurt. 
The men were so closely bunched in the 
back stretch that the fall of one precipi- 
tated the mass; so only six out of the 
eighteen finished. Several of the riders were 
thrown against the fence, but there were 
no injuries beyond bruises. It was a good 
day for record-breaking and several at- 
tempts were made. W. H. “Murphy set out 
to break the two-mile record, flying start, 
which was 4:15 2-5, and lowered it to 4:06 2-5, 
and Nat Butler lowered it later to 4:04 4-5. 

J. S. Johnson lowered the five-mile paced 
record from 10:51 3-5 to 10:48 3-5. He was 
paced very well by tandems. 

I’. J. Titus broke the world’s record for 
the hour, covering twenty-six miles and 
1,420 yards, 

The $50 gold medal offered by The New 
York Times for the fastest mile made by a 
class A rider in competition was awarded 
— W. F. Simms, who made 2:10 2-5 yester- 

ay. 

The prize of $50 awarded for the fastest 
unpaced mile made by a class A rider was 
won by F. B. Stowe in 2:16 2-5, which is 
2-5 of a second beyond the class A record.

A Game at Brunewick Does Not Seem 
to Be Square. 

Brunswick, Ga., September 13.—(Special.) 
Savannah lost the game of ball today to 
Brunswick by a score of 8 to 12. It was a 
clear case of sell-out and a tragedy was 
barely averted. Considerable money was 
up, and at the instance of James Smith, a 
well-known young merchant, L. D. Odham 
bet $25 on Savannah. Later Smith was in- 
formed by two of Savannah’s players that 
the game was sold. Smith immediately 
drew down a bet of $10 he had with Henry 
Hirsch, manager for Brunswick, stating 
at the time that the game had been sold 
by Savannah. 

Smith then felt in dutuy bound to protect 
Odham’'s interests, and at once notified the 
stakeholder not to deliver the cash. Savan- 
nah’s money, it is claimed, was bet through 
Dr. Weed, of Bruncwick, who admits _bet- 
ting $25 against Brunswick, but denies that 
Savannah’s players furnished the cash. 
When Manager Keiffer called on the stake- 
holder about the bet Smith was present 
and charged a sell-out. Keiffer denied it 
and cursed Smith. 

At this juncture Smith hit Keiffer a ter- 
rific blow and they'clinched. Keiffer broke 
away and ran out of the door, attempting 
to draw a pistol. Smith ran after Keiffer. 
who got his gun half way out of his pocket. 
Keiffer ran into Dr. Weed’s place of bus- 
iness, while friends held Smith. Keiffer 
later .went to his Eotel, threatening to fix 
Smith, but at a late hour had not met him. 
Smith remained on the streets, expecting 
an attack, but none came.

THE EXECUTORS REFUSE TO PAY IT. 


A Story from Greene County Growing Out 


ofa $500,000 Eatate—A Big Attorney’s 
Feeatthe Bottom of the Litigation, 


In the United States 
morning a suit was filed by Mrs. Icilia E. 
Davis, widow of the late Charles A. Davis, 
Sr., of Greene county, Georgia, in which 
she seeks to recover from the executors 
of her husband’s estate the sum of $11,535, 
as the balance due her in the distribution 
of the property. 

Behind the filing of the suit is an inter- 
esting story, and one that revolves about 
a certain fee which is charged by the at- 
torneys for Mrs. Davis, in her recent con- 
test over the will of her husband. The 
amount of this fee, it is understood, is 
$10,000, and the attorneys who represented 
Mrs. Davis in the will contest ure Messrs. 
Hart and Sibley, of Union Point, Ga. 

The executors hold in their possession 
the sum of $11,535, the amount specified in 
the bill, but they refuse to pay it over to 
Mrs. Davis on account of the pendency of 
a suit against her by her former attorneys 
to recover the amount of their fee. The 
suit was filed on account of the refusal of 
Mrs. Davis to pay what she considered an 
excessive demand, and one which was 
wholly unauthorized, to adopt her view of 
the case, by the professional services re- 
quired of them in the settlement of the 
litigation. 

In oruer to understand the situation more 
clearly, it is necessary to go behind the 
petition andgreview the earlier stages of 
the transaction. 

Mr. Charles A. Davis, Sr., was a wealthy 
citizen of Greene county, and at the time 
of his death left an estate valued at 
$500, 000. 

In addition to his wife, seven children 
survived him as heirs to the property, and 
three of these were named as executors in 
the will—Messrs. Charles A. Davis, Jr., 
Oscar S. Davis and fdwin Davis—and 
these were directed to carry out the pro- 
visions of the will and to wind yp the 
estate of the deceased, 

Under the provisions of the will, as con- 
strued by the executors, Mrs. Davis was 
left without a wife’s portion, and the sum 
of $900 was substituted as her annuity. She 
was not exactly satisfied with this ap- 
parent defect in the will, and she «applied 
to her attorneys for legal advice and 
counsel. They assured her that her rights 
in. the case were obvious, and they would 
have no difficu!ty in making them plain 
under the law. No fee was agreed upon, 
but there was a tacit understanding that 
moderate charges would be made, as the 
settlement of the estate promised only a 
small amount of litigation. 

In a very short while the case was set- 
tled, and the executors agreed to pay over 
to Mrs. Davis the sum $40,000. This 
agreement was subsequently ratified by 
the superior court of Greene/county. 

As soon as the matter was settled, Mrs. 
Davis applied to her attorneys for the 
amount of their fee. After much hesita- 
tion, the amount was fixed at» $10,000, 

Mrs. Davis refused to pay it. She con- 
sidered it as altogether exorbitant, and 
without reference to the amount of work 
required. Her persistent refusal was fol- 
lowed by a suit, in which the attorneys 
were plaintiffs, seeking to recover the 
amount of their fee. Aware of the legal 
proceedings, the executors have refused to 
pay over the balance due Mrs. Davis until 
the final decision of the court has been 
rendered. 

The suit filed in the United States court 
yesterday morning is brought for the pur- 
pose of showing all the facts in the case, 
These will come out in the plea cf the 
executors as to why they have failed to 
pay over the balance to Mrs. Davis, and 
the amount of the fee will then be measured 
in such a way as to fully test its legality. 
The bill prays that an order be granted 
awarding her the sum of $11,535. 

The complainant avers that she is nov 
a resident of the state of Illinois, and lives 
in the city of Chicago. The suit was filed 
by the attorneys for Mrs. Davis in the 
present litigation, Messrs. Bishop and An» 
drews and Judge Marshall J. Clarke.

William Brown, the would-be suicide and 
gambler, may yet be able to pay his fine, 
and secure his freedom. 

Yesterday mofning more than $100 was 
raised by his indefatigable attorney, James 
W. Austin, and @n appeal was made to 


removal papers now in the hands of the 
county officers. ae a 

The result of this appeal was that Judge 
Westmoreland stated that he had nothing 
more to do with the case, but that Sheriff 
Barnes might use his discretion, and not 
send Brown to the chaingang until today. 

In making his appeal for Brown, Mr. 
Austin set out the facts that Brown was 
at present physically unable to work, even 
if removed, and that, in the second place, 
there was every reason to hope that the 
fine would be raised by Friday at noon. 
It was then that Judge Westmoreland re- 
iterated tthe statement that the case had 
passed out of his hands, and that it rested 
within the dis: @ ‘ion of Sheriff Barnes to 
remove Brown waen he thought him physi- 
cally able, or when he thought him in a 
proper condition, according to the county 
physician, to work. 

To Judge Westmoreland,’ Mr. Austin 
stated that more than $600 had been raised. 
This same statement was made to the 
sheriff, and the same statements made to 
the judge were placed before him. Sheriff 
Barnes stated that, whiie Brown was not 
too sick to be taken to the chaingang, he 
was not well enough to begin work, ard 
he would, therefore, wait until the day 
following—Friday—and then send him out 
to the chaingang. 

Brown's attempt to suicide has created 
sympathy for him amcng his iends, and 
they are redoubling their efforts to raise 
the amount sufficient to prevent him. from 
having to wear the stripes of a felon. The 
probabilities are that they will succeed, 
and that today Brown wiil be able to 
leave the jail a free man, 

If Brown goes to the chaingang, it will 
not be because his lawyer failed in his 
duty, for Attorney Austin has made every 
ligitimate effort possible to secure the 
gambler’s freedom,
